COT ENT-GARDEN. 
"Tue amateurs of tragedy have for some weeks past been 
led to «expect the acquisition of a new and exceedingly 
promising successor to Miss O"Nett, in the person of a 
young lady of the name of Dance. Her debut was 
made at thw theatre,on Tuesday evening last, in the cha- 
ratter of Mrs. Haller, io the Stranger, being her first ap- 
pearance, we believe, on any stage. Althongh the inje i- 
cious style of preparatory panegyric, which has been re- 
cenily so much in vogue, was not carried to its disgusting 
extreme in respect to this lady, yet superior merit was very 
copfidently anticipated, and the house was exceedingly 
well attended. fi is pleasant to be able to add, that no 
disappointment followed. Through all the embarrassing 
timidity which encumbered her efforts, a fine feeling of the 
character assumed was uniformly discernable. Nature 
has also been extremel Wtoorable the countenance of 
Miss Dance is not only very fine, but illumined by that 
strong intelligence, which is still more favouralite to 
tragic personation. Her stature is above the middle size, 
and although her person is somewhat spare, it is very 
raceful and elegantly formed. Mr. D'Eovitve, be it 
hown to all the world, is now the leading fashionable in- 
structor in elegant deportment ; and if it be true as re- 
orted, that Miss Dance has derived benefit from his abi- 
itiés, the'result is extremely creditable both to master and 
pupil, her carriage (maniere d'etre, do not the French call 
itt) being eminently good. We need not say that this 
ualification. is particnlarly required in Mrs. Haller, a 
character which, through profoand humiliation and melan- 
choly hopelessness, is to exhibit elevation and sentiment. 
It is not difficult to conceive a dignified tranquillity grow- 
ing out of the absence of hope, but it reqtiires a very nice 
discrimination to personate it. Miss Dancer's conception 
of this almost indescribible species of resignation was ex- 
cellent, although she possibly rendered it a little-too grave. 
A coe eons on this pornt, however, must be deferred, 
as We are disposed to believe that the too uniform appear- 
ance of melancholy was partly the effect of timidity, the 
lighter tinting to which we allude being required in the 
very early scenes of the play. The poignant feminine 
distress and anguish which follow were represented with 
extreme delicacy and pathos; and in the interview which 
closes this somewhat dangerous drama, she extorted that 
Jovolontery approbation which is the surest test of merit ; 
we never saw an audience more attentive, of more visibly 
affected. In short, in the very high requisites of person, 
deportment, and cdaveption of character, the claims of 
Mies Dance appear indisputable ; our only doubt respects 
her Yorce. Ah ough melodious and pleasing, we feac 
thiat it may be deficient in the depth and power required 
for the more energetic walk of coafirmed tragedy. The 
tremor inseparable from a first appearance may possibly 
accoubt for some deficiency in this respect; as also for a 
slight monotony in the upper tones, which if not arisin 
from physical causes, may be rapidly amended. We n 
scarcely add, that Miss Diets was very favourably re- 
ceived, the same play being given out for Saturday and 
Monday, with lo and unequivocal approbation.
